ARGENTINE DEBT. 

A Buenos Aires telegram states that such 
a variety of counsels seem to be prevailing 
in regard to the future financial policy ofthe 
Argentine that public confidence has been 
shaken and alarmist rumours are finding re- 
fiecton in the Press. It is said that the 
majority of the Cabinet favour inflation or a 
moratorium. or both, while the Right Wing, 
headed by Dr. Sanchez Sorondo, unanhimousiy 
believes that a moratorium is essential for 
the mation’s well-being. It is believed that 
the Government of Argentina will meet its 
obligations as long as possible, but since the 
resignation of Dr. Hueyo, the Minister of 
Finance, the strength of those favouring re- 
mission or a moratorjum has grown. Although 
there was still a complete absence of definite 
news regarding the position which has arisen 
in connection with the Argentine Government 
debt, the course of events in the Foreign 
market in the TLondon Stoek Exchange 
afforded fresh evidence of the alarm felt by 
holders of the bonds as the result of recent 
talk of a possible default. Inquiries in 
usually well-informed quarters failed to elicit 
any confirmation of the reports in circulation, 
and, although the suspension in sinking funds 
was regarded as not altogether impossib'e, 
the idea that there will be any default in 
interest payments was generally scouted. 
There was a suggestion that payments might 
be made for a time partly in cash and partly 
in scrip. In sympathy with the decline in 
the Government loans, a reaction occurred in 
the Railway stocks, although dealers he'd to 
the view that the exchange agreement will be 
maintained, :

THE FUNDED ARREARS. 

Mr. McDERMOT (C.P.,. Roscommon) 
asked the Minister if he would forego the 
costs entailed in civil bill proceedings in 
connection with defaulting annuitants for 
the gales since the beginning of the economic 
war, 

Mr. AIKEN replied that the Government 
had decided to withdraw all costs in respect 
of proceedings f@r the first gale of 1932. 

Mr. BRENNAN (C. na nG., Roscommon) 
asked if the Minister woucd agree to take 
into account only half of the arrears which 
were to be funded. There was, he said, 
really no case for their collection at all. 

Mr. AIKEN said that it was not every 
farmer who was paying for the economie war. 
Those who were producing things that were 
protected here were not paying, and another 
section who were shouting the loudest, the 
graziers, were not paying. The Government 
had not the slightest intention of forgiving 
the land annuities altogether. The arrears 
that had been funded could be treated as 
a loan, and any farmer could pay them and 
so avoid the 44 per cent. interest. If the 
Government tged to collect the bad debts 
in the way of the annuities left them by 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Government they 
wuold be putting five or six thousand farmers 
on the roadside. 


MR. COSGRAVE’S RETORT. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (Cumann na nGaedheal, 
Cork) said that the arrears were largely the 
result of the propaganda that was carried on 
by the front bench, when, under the sign- 
manual of the so-called Minister for Home 
Affairs of the Republic in 1922, people were 
warned not to pay their Land Commission 
annuities. When the Land Commission was 
taken over in 1923 the annuities arrears were 
£642,639, and after nine vears the arrears 
had been reduced to £526,095. 

It might be that some people who owe land 
annuities, and were able to pay them, were 
not paying them gt all. If a person was 
unable to pay owing to loss of stock, or other 
reasons,. by all méans wipe out the arrears; 
but they should not adopt an arbitary man- 
ner, and ask people to pay arrears for those 
who could pay them and were not paying 
them. There was not one per cent. of the 
farmers of the country who had not lost 
during the past twelve months owing to the 
policy of the Goyernment. The country had 
been rushed into ‘the economic conflict with 
Great Britain, and the Cumann na nUaedh- 
eal Party were prepared 
Government in any case they could make to 
the British: Government to show. that the 
farmers were unable to pay their annuities. 


OWNERSHIP OF THE LAND. 

He did not agree that the State owned the 
land. If a farmer undertook to ig his 
land and to pay the annuities, the land was 
his, and not the property of the State, which 
was only an agent in the matter. In the

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said 
that he had a strong objection to the policy 
of the Government to make one set of honest 
farmers pay for another set of farmers, and 
he was opposed to the remission of total 
debts due by 6,000 or 7,000 farmers. He 
knew cases of idle ranchers who were getting 
out of payin; their annuities at the expense 
of smal farme’s and cottiers.

DEPUTY AND FIANNA FAIL. 


Mr. DILLON (C.P., Donegal) said that 
since Fianna Fail came into power they had 
cost the country six million pounds—twice as 
much as the land annuities. They had the 
Acting Minister for Lands and Fisheries say- 
ing that it was the policy of the Government 
to impose a land tax on the people.

Mr. DILLON said that the Acting Minister

The Minister had the effrontery to tell them 
that the farmers were not suffering at all, 
that if they were getting less for their cattle 
they were paying less for them.

There was, he continued, no inducement to 
produce, if the production had to be made at 
a loss; the more the farmer produced the 
more he lost. In the future farmers would 
not be able to pay their rates, annuities or

Mr. CORRY (Fianna Fail, East Cork) said 
that the Government had been accused of 
being generous with other ple’s money, 
and that the money belonged to the county 
councils, whose agricultural grants were now 
to be reduced. The bill, however, would, set 
on their feet the farmers who had been in 
arrears, and that would help the county 
councils. 

Mr. BELTON (Cumann na nGaedheal, Co. 
Dublin) said that the Minister had stated that 
some farmers were doing better than before 
the start of the economic war. That was not 
so; some of those who were producing for the 
home markets were even more severely hit 
than the exporters of live-stock. The 
economic effect of the reduction in the price 
of the stuffs they had to sell was a 40 per 
cent. reduction on the production and the 
raw materia! of the country. No farmer could 
possibly be better off than he was before the 
economie war. | 

Mr. G. C. BENNETT (Cumann na 
nGaedheal, Limerick) said that those who 
were interested in the dairy question .were 
prepared to discuss it with the Minister for 
Agriculture, but certainly not with the 
Minister who was in charge of this bill, be- 
cause he knew nothing about the subject. 

Sections 12 and 13 of the bill were agreed 


to. 
A SINKING FUND. 
- On Section 21, 

Mr. RODDY. (C. na nG., Leitrim-Sligo) 
asked what provision was to be made for a 
sinking fund to meet the funding scheme. 

Mr. AIKEN said that there would be an 
addition of a quarter-to a half per cent. for 
that purpose. 

Mr. RODDY said that the tenant purchaser 
would pay 5 per cent. for fifty years for the 
privilege of having the arrears funded.

CORK TRAMWAYS. 


On the Report stage of the Cork Tram- 
ways (Employés’ Compensation) Bill, 1933, 
Mr, CROSBIE moved an am which, 
he said, was intended to cover the case of 
one employé of the Cork Tramways Com- 
pany, so as to enable him to receive com- 
pensation under the bill. 

Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) said that there was some doubt 
as to whether the amendment in its present 
form would be limited in its operation to 
the manager of the Cork Tramways Com- 
pany. He (the Minister) would be prepared 
to agree to an amendment substituting 
March 31, 1931, for eptember 30 of the same 
year as the critical date in the bill.

AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS. 


On the Committee stage of the Agricultural 
Products (Regulation of Exports) Bull, 1935, 

Mr. JAM N moved an amendment to 
omit from Section 1, which defined agri- 
cultural products, the words, “and any 
article of food or drink wholly or partly 
manufactured or derived from any such pro- 
duct.” 

He disclaimed any intention of interfering 
with the Minister for Agriculture in his wish 
to obtain powers to enable him to deal with 
the quotas for which this bill was urgently 
required, 

Vadis the section. as it stood, very large 
industries totally disconnected with icul- 
ture were leeidá in to be dealt with by the 
Minister for Agriculture. If these industries 
wem to be dealt with at all they should be 
dealt with by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce. The bill brought the distilling 
industry within the scope of the regulations, 
and enabled the Minister to impose heavy 
penalties. He had no doubt whatever that 
the Minister intended this bill to apply only 
to agricultural products. But this section, 
as it now stood, could enable him to obtain 
from distillers detailed information of every- 
thing connected with their industry, 


AMERICAN MARKET, 


Since he had last spoken on the subject in 
the Senate he had received a communication 
from the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce drawing attention to the importance 
of the American market, and asking for par- 
ticulars of stocks, ages of whiskey, and 
everything connected with the industry. It 
was a friendly act on the part of the inis 
ter, and he was going to see the Minister 
about it, and give him every information,

A BAILIFF’S BILL. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY (C. na nG., 
Mayo, 8.) said that, far from being a relief 
in law courts to the small farmers, the bill 
might be described as a bill for the relief 
of sheriffs’ bailiffs, because under the bill a

VITAL INTERESTS. 

Mr. JAMESON said that the interests con- 
cerned were more vital. than the House 
seemed to appreciate. It appeared that stout 
and whiskey were being put under the control 
vf the Minister, and he warned them that, 
if men who knew nothing of the industries 
were put to investigate the position, the 
industries would be broken and would soon 
part from the country. If ever the Govern- 
ment issued an order that a certain 
quantity, say, of whiskey or stout were 
to be exported before a certain date then 
they ound be going a good way to ruin 
those industries. These industries were most 
difficylt to deal with, and, moreover, the 
manner of conducting one’s business would 
be laid bare to one’e greatest competitors. 
The calculations for the various markets kept 
by the distillers were intricate, and so the 
Minister must be careful that he would not 
harm the indust And the Senate should 
be careful too. He appealed to the Senate 
to postpone the further consideration of the 
bill until it was seen how the position of 
these industries would be affected. 


THE CATTLE TRADE. 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that if the Minister 
would confine the bill to pig products, etc., 
the Minister could have his bill to-day, but 
failing that it would have to be left over.

On the Committee stage of the Money- 
lenders (No. 2) Bill, 1933, the Minister for 
Justice (Mr. Ruttledge) said that amend- 
ments in the name of Mr, Seamus Robinson 
had been accepted in principle in the Dail, 
and the Senate agreed to the amendments, 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment, 
which was accepted, to the effect that, unless

Mr. COMYN, who supported the amend- 
ment, said that a great deal of misery and 
domestic unhappiness was caused by wives 
borrowing money from moneylenders without 
the knowledge of their husbands.

BREAKING OF CONTRACTS.

It might be conside retrospective legisla- 
tion, but he thought it necessary. y 

Mr, COMYN opposed the amendment, 
because, he said, it involved the breaking of 
contracts made on the faith oí the prior 
statute.

HE serious effects oí the economic dis-. 
pute with Great Britain are clearly 
reflected-in the trade statisties issued yes- 
terday from the Free State Department of 
Industry and Commerce, covering the first 
six months of the present year. 
As compared with the corresponding 
riod of 1932, the total value of imports 
as sunk from £24,351,165 to £17,620,445, 
and the total value of exports from

month period ending June, 1932, and June, 
1933, it is shown that the total volume of 
trade has declined by over £27,000,000— 
from £84,326,174 to £57,228,140. In other 
words, the Free State's trade is only 68 per 
cent. of what it was before the start of the 
economic “war.” ; 
A small measure of comfort, however, is 
rovided by the fact that the adverse trade 
Calais has sunk from £15,132,118 to 
£14;458,856 ; but, even so, it is higher than 
it has been for any year between 1927 and 
1931. . Live stock, the Fur export, 
only reached a value of £3,461,055 during 
the last six months, as compared with 
£7,155,169 in the same period of 1952—a 
decline of over 50 per cent. 
Great Britain is still the Free State's 
best customer, and accounts for the great 
roportion of both exports and imports. 
Daring the six months’ period goods to the 
value of £11,331,549 were imported, com- 
pared with £17,179,674 last year, ahd 
exports were £7,246,367, as compared with 
£12,279,354. Actually, exports have shrunk 


less than imports, though, proportionately 


more. 


‘in imports and 21,068,985 in exports .(as 
compared with £2,388,957 and £1,591,810 
last year), and other countries are 
£5,241,145 and £443,805, respectively, as 
compared with £4,782,534 and £454,308 
last year. It will be noted that, although 
the Free State’s imports from these coun- 
tries have increased, the export trade with 
them has not improved, but has rather 
declined. 

Apart from Great Britain, the Free State's 
best customer appears to be Belgium, which 
took £68,639 worth of Free State produce 
during the last six months, in return for 
£418,707 worth of goods ye from 
her. In the case of British India and a 
few of the other Colonies, the exports 
exceed the imports, but this is not the case 
for any other country except Switzerland, 
which took £29,852 worth of exports and 
sent us £25,419 worth of imports. Import 
and export figures for some of the principal 
countries are as follows :— 

Australia, £735,691 and £5,227 ; Canada, 
£478,942 and £9,787 ; British India, £2,996 
and £23,893; Argentina, £514,139 and 
£8,247 ; Czechoslovakia, £228,470 and £97 ; 
Germany, £859,606 and £38,346; Nether- 
lands, £212,384 and £21,005, and U.S.A. 
£572,158 and £62,474. 

During the six months the, export trade 
has increased between the Free State and 
Australia, British India, South Africa, 
Belgium, Germany, Italy, and the United 
States. 

The import figures for the various groups 
are as follows, the corresponding figures 
for the first six months of last year being 
given in parentheses :—

Imports of tea have 
fallen by a quarter of a million pounds 
worth—from £878,379 to £649,598. 

In the third section there is a large 
decrease in the value of imported coal 
(£1,434,025 to £1,229,829) ; iron and steel 
manufactures have fallen from £851,202 to 
£707,714; electrical goods and apparatus 
from £953,355 to £927,510; apparel from 
£2,238,100 to £1,531,131, and other textiles 
from £2,045,054 to £1,827,214. The value 
of imported motor cars has declined by half 
to £313,965, but there is an increase in the 
import of motor chassis and accessories. It 
is significant to note that the import of 
fertilisers has gone down from £335,086 to 
£168,937, while seeds for sowing have 
declined in value from £296,545 to 
£134,485.

ment, and the thirteen hundred Assyrians, 
separated from their wives and children, 
unable to go forward, and doomed, as they 
believe, if they go backward unarmed, are 
sitting hopelessly on the Syrian bank of 
the Tigris. It is a sad story, and the 
sadness of it is raised to tragedy by its 
association with one of the most tremen- 
dous names in the records of mankind. 
This desperate remnant is in direct 
descent from that mighty Empire of the 
Assyrians and Babylonians which, in its 
day, was the splendid and arrogant 
master of the civilised world. Its gran- 
deur and power, iis sacking of cities and 
enslavement of whole populations, are 
written across the Books of the Old 
Testament. Some of its massive buildings 
and much of its formidable sculpture have 


defied the corrosion of time. With every 


new day the spade reveals, in gold orna- 
ment and crowded tomb, new proofs of its 
luxury.

THREE WEEKS TO REPAIR DAMAGE. 


———— 


[he Faith in Australia, an Avro 10 
monoplane, capable of a flying speed of 
over 200 miles per hour, arrived at Bal- 
donnel Aerodrome from Heston airport at 
7.20 a.m. yesterday with Flight-Lieutenant 
Ulm; his companions from Australia, 
Captain P. G. Taylor and Mr. G. L. 
Allen, and the wireless operator, Mr. 
J. A, W. Edwards; and a passenger, Mr. 
Maidment, of the Wright Aeromotor Co, 

Although a lorry containing petrol sup- 
plies was available at the aerodrome, Mr. 
Ulm deeided to conduct his re-fuelling 
operations on the strand at Pertmarnock, 
and after breakfasting in the officers’ mess 
as guest of Major-General Hugo M‘Neill, 
Chief of Staff, he took off again for Port- 
marnock at 8.15. 

Upon arrival a party of Civic Guards, 
under Superintendent Walsh, and a force 

military drew a cordon around the 
machine, and the work of filling its tanks 
with cleven hundred gallons of petrol was 


pegun. 
AXLE SNAPS. 

It was shortly after eleven o'clock that 
the accident occurred which resulted: in 
the temporary abandonment of the flight 
and probably delay of at least three 
weeks 

At that hour nearly a thousand gallons 
were in the tanks, and Flight-Lieutenant 
(Ulm and Captain Taylor were half a mile 
down the strand in a motor car examining 
the runway, the conditions having been 
judged as particularly suitable. for an 
immediate start of the flight. 

In their absence it was decided to hau! 
the machine on to planks to facilitate the 
take-off. While this was being done. with 
the assistance of Civic Guards and volun- 
teers from the watching crowds, the left 
wheel slipped into the sand, the axle of 
the under-carriage snapped, and the aero- 
plane fell over on to its left side, six 
people being injured by the falling wing. 

Of these, three men sustained rather 
serious injuries, and were taken in the 
Baldonnel ambulance to the Mater 
Misericordize Hospital. They were: Mr. 
(;eorge Corbett, Seamount House, Howth - 
Mr. Sterling Tomlinson, Malahide. and 
Mr. Leo Hands, 12 Carrick terrace, Rialto. 
Mr. Tomlinson was subsequently trans- 
ferred to the Adelaide Hospital. 

Captain Saul, who flew the Atlantic in 
the Southern Cross with Sir Charles 
Kingsford Smith, and who was present 
to give Mr. Ulm the benefit of his know- 
ledge of trans-Atlantic weather and atmo- 
spheric conditions, was in the cabin of the 
machine when the accident occurred. 


NO STRUCTURAL DEFECT. 

Major-General Hugo McNeill said to an 
liish Times representative: ‘‘The mishap 
vas not due to any structural fault, but to 
the sinking of the left wheel of the under- 
carriage into the sand and the consequent 
placing upon it of undue strain during 
the operation of shifting the 'plane’s posi- 
tion. The machine will have to be dis- 
mantled and transferred to Baldonnel. 
where repairs can be effected.’’ 

He added that the machine would not 
he damaged by the rising tide, as it was 
only a foot in depth at this part of the 
strand at the present time of the year. It 
would be impossible to begin the task of 
dismantling the machine until evening, 
and it .weuld not be ;ompleted before

nightfall. A military guard would be 
placed over it during the night. 

Flight. Lieutenant Ulm, who was natur- 
ally keenly disappointed, said: “ It is 
particularly unfortunate since weather 
conditions for the flight to-day were 
excellent. I shall remain in Dublin with

MR. THOMAS'S FIRM 
STATEMENT. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 


O* the motion for the third reading of 
the Appropriation Bill, the Commons 
to-day discussed Dominion affairs; and Mr. 
J. H. Thomas (Dominions Secretary) 
stated the Government's attitude-towards 
a settlement of the dispute with the Irish 
Free State. 

The debate was initiated by Mr. Lunn 
(Labour), who said that the Ottawa agree- 
ments would be disastrous to the best 
interests of Great Britain. 

As to the dispute with the Irish Free 
State, Mr. Lunn said that he had never 
hesitated to state his belief in the jus*ice 
of the British case, and that the land 
annuities should be paid. But he held 
that when the offer of arbitration was 
made it should have been accepted. There 
were as good men outside the Empire as 
there were in the Empire, although he had 
never met an impartial chairman, and he 
had had some experience in industrial 
matters. There were now rumours of a 
settlement, and he asked was there any- 
thing in those rumours?, Was the Govern- 
ment going to take advantage of the 
gesture made by the Dail? 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, referring to the 
dispute with the Irish Free State, said 
that.1t should be remembered that a great 
and wealthy nation was dealing with a 
small and poor, but proud, people, : nd 
the more convinced they were of the 
justice of their case the more they should 
be willing to stretch to the utmost the 
possibility of finding a basis on which 
Mr. de Valera could meet them, 

Mr. Vyvyan Adams (Conservative) 
asked the Dominions Secretary to take 
care we did not run into another shocking 
blunder as before in dealing with Ireland. 
Mr. de Valera was certainly honest, even 
though he might be a fanatic. He had 
behind him almést as absolute a majority 
as the National Government had behind 
them here. If our case on the annuities 
was so cast-iron, then we should not be 
afraid of taking it before any tribunal. 
He asked that we should be generous to 
Ireland, as only the strong could be gene- 
rois, 

An Hon. Meinber—At the expense of the 
British taxpayer ? : 

Mr. Adams—We should give them the 
extra-imperial tribunal. 


A REMINDER. , 


Colonel Gretton (Conservative) said 
that there were some, like the hon. mem- 
ber who had just spoken, who assumed 
that the fault was always on the British 
side; but these annuities were a matter 
of treaty and agreement. Enormous con- 
cessions were made to the Irish people 
when their Government was set up. There 
was some obligation on their side to carry 
out the agreement entered into. At pre- 
sent the Administration in Ireland was 
not friendly to ‘this country, but was 
openly hostile. We would not improve the 
situation by a policy of surrender. 

_ The position of the British Government 
in regard to annuities had been in the 
interest of this country, and it would be 
imposing an unjust burden on British tax- 


payers if we were to change that attitude , 


and surrender. 

Major Ross (Conservative, Londonderry) 
complained that, no serious attempt was 
being made to cope with the counter-mea- 
sures adopted by the Irish Free State, such 
as the raising of the bounty on Irish 
butter. 

Mr. D. Grenfell (Labour) said that the 
policy of the Government with regard to 
the Irish Free State was a stupid and a 
futile policy. As a result of it we sent a 
million tons less coal to the Irish Free 
State during the year, and 4,000 miners 
had lost their employment. He did not 
blame the Dominions Secretary altogether, 
as there were faults on both sides, but 
there was no room for delay in the settle- 
ment of this difficulty. 


MR. THOMAS’S REPLY. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas, in the course of his 
reply, said that since Ottawa _inter- 
Imperial trade had increased. More trade 
had come to this country and had gone 
from this country to other parts of the 
Empire. That was the best justification of 
Ottawa. 

Everyone deplored the continuance of 
the dispute with the Irish Free State 
Government and would hope that it might 
be ended. Roughly 94 per cent. of the 
exported produce of the Free State came 
to this country, and nearly seventy per 
cent of the Free State's imports came 
from this country. Under such circum- 
stances it was madness to continue 
quarrelling. 

He had been asked if he could make 
some gesture. It was not true that he had 
neglected any opportunity. No offer of 
any sort had been made to this country, 
except the official offer made during the 
negotiations between Mr. de Valera and 
the British Government. He noticed, 
however, that on Wednesday evening Mr, 
Lemass, during a discussion in the Free 
State Senate on the qvestion of making the

emergency duties permanent, said that the 
Free State Government were prepared to 
raise the emergency duties immediately 
if the British Government would do like- 
wise, ! 

If, said Mr. Thomas, the statement 
made by Mr. Lemass was intended to 
open the door, then I accept it on behalf 
of the Government. If it means that the 
duties will be remitted by Ireland and by 
us, and that we will resort to the status 
quo—that is, that the Treaty obligations 
will be fulfilled and the money ‘paid—then 
there is no difficulty whatever. 

We will diseontinué the duties, all of 
them, immediately we see a reasonable 
chance of a settlement by the Irish Free 
State representatives, indicating that the~ 
realise and recognise the position. 

It is only fair that I should emphasise 
that, in view of the rumours which are 
about, any overtures of any sort or kind 
made on behalf of the Irish Free State 
will not only not be rejected, but will be 
accepted sympathetically by us. 

I am genuinely and sincerely anxious 
for peace, because I believe peace ought 
to exist between both nations, and I 
repeat, on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment, that we will lose no chance to effect 
an honourable settlement.

LAND ANNUITY 
‘ARREARS. 


_ MR. COSGRAVE 
CONGRATULATED. 


By Our Speciat REPRESENTATIVE. 


NE of the minor consequences of the 

dispute with Britain is that deputies 

ot the discursive kind have now a new 
war to discuss. 

There was a time—and not so long ago 
—when the. echoes of the civil war crept 
ever and Anon into the deliberations of 
the Dail, distracting deputies from the 
subject at issue and leading them on new 
lines of thought. Now those echoes have 
been silenced, swallowed up in the nearer, 
and therefore louder, reverberations of 
the economic war. 

Nobody can deny that Mr. Aiken, when 
(to vary the figure) he introduced this red- 
herring into yesterday's debate on the 
committee stage of the Land Bill, was 
given adequate warning that the trail 
would be followed by Opposition deputies, 
who had themselves been prevented from 
laying the scent. First Mr. MacDermot 
drew attention to the wide field which 
would be opened up anew by the very 
contentious statements that the Minister, 
without any apparent relevancy, was 
making, and then Mr. Aiken was 
admonished in Mr. Dillon’s most igre 
style that “if he is going to talk about 
the economic war, I shall answer him at 
great length.”’ 


“THIS PARTICULAR 
ECONOMIC WAR.” 


Much to the gratification of the belli- 
cose Mr. Belton, however, the Ministe 
maintained his course. The merits cl 
lawyers, as compared to their costs, which 
had previously been the most-discussed 
topic under this bill, were temporarily 
forgotten, and attention was concentrated 
on the economic war, Mr. Aiken, for some 
reason, was more specific than this in his 
appellation—‘‘this particular economic 
war,” he called it, and “the one that 
started on July 15th last year '’—just as 
though economic wars had been a re- 
current phenomenon of Free State history. 

The House at the time was dealing with 
the section of the bill which provides for 
remission of land annuity arrears, and 
one of the relevant arguments which Mr. 
Aiken made was that certain farmers were 
better off as a result of the dispute. He 
instanced dairy farmers, who were getting 
more in the way of export bounty than 
they were paying in duties, and the 
much-abused “ grasers,” who, although 
they “made the most howl! about it,” 
were, in his submission, not hit at all, 
because, even if they sold their beasts very 
cheaply, they had bought them still more 
cheaply. 


THE LITTLE LESS. 


Mr. Cosgrave subsequently assured him 
that the actual position of the latter class 
was that, although they got their cattle 
cheaply, they had since had to sell them 
for even less than they gave. The point 
of the Minister’s speech, however, which 
most interested Opposition deputies was 
his reference to their argument that in 
paying land annuities now farmers were, 
in effect, paying a land tax. The Minister 
had defended the collection of these sums 
on the ground that, if the money were not 
got from the farmers, it would have to 
be got elsewhere. ‘‘ Then you agree,’’ ex- 
claimed Mr. Belton triumphantly, “ the’ 
it is a tax.” 

“If you wish to call it a land tax.” 
Mr. Aiken replied, “call it a land tax; 
but, whatever you call it, the Government 
will make the people who own the land 
pay such sum as the community think the 
and will bear.” In any case, there is 
not the slightest intention on the Govern 
ment’s part of entirely giving up’ the 
collection of the annuities, the House was 
bluntly assured. 


* NOT GOOD BUSINESS,” 

“This method is not good business,”’ 
declared Mr. Cosgrave, who followed the 
Minister. The proper course, he con- 
tended, in dealing with arrears, would be 
to examine every case, and only to forgive 
those debts the payment of which would 
cripple the debtor—not to apply the rule 
of thumb system which was proposed in 
the bill. As for all the Minister’s talk 
about what the country was saving 
through holding back the annuities, that 
saving was costing the country more than 
the amount at stake—and that again was 
not good business. 

A serious reminder by the ex-President 
was that the British Government, in their 
estimate of. what must be collected, con- 
sidered that they were not responsible for 
the sinking fund provided for the 
annuities. That fund amounts to about 
£675,000, and the point was that when- 
ever the dispute is settled somebody will 
have the bill to foot for that. 

This speech was one of Mr. Cosgrave’s 
best—remarkably moderate in tone, but ali 
the more effective for its moderation. Even 
Mr. Davin, the next contributor to the 
debate, congratulated Mr. Cosgrave, and 
held him up on this cccasion as an 
example to be followed by front-benchers 
of both sides. ‘‘If he goes on like that, I 
am inclined to think, from what I know 
of the members of the present Government, 
that a settlement will soon come which will 
be satisfactory to the Irish people,” he 
said, approvingly. ea 

“HH is interesting to me,” Mr. Davin 
added, “ to hear what Ministers and ex- 
Ministers think about the economic war; 
but I would rather hear whén they will 
give up their present attitude and think 
more of patriotism than of their parties.” 

It, was certainly highly gratifying . to 
find some sections of the House thinking 
more of the end of the economic war than 
of its beginning. For those who are now 
seeking clues to indicate the possibilities 
of an early settlement, it must be con- 
fessed, however, that nothing notable 
emerged from any ministerial source.

E World E¢onomic and Monetary 
Conference adjourned last evening 
sine die after more than six weeks of

As the speeches of the leading delegates 
indicated, while concrete results of its 
labours are lacking, there is reason to 
suppose that when, and if, the second 
World Conference is convened its task. 
will have been considerably lightened by 
the endeavours of the first. 

Every’ delegate, and the President of 
the Conference in particular, underlined 
the likelihood and desirability of the Con 
ference being reconvened at a not very 
distant date. A notable exception was 
M. Maiski (U.S.S.R:), who concluded an 
impassioned attack on the World Con- 
ference with no such suggestion, and con- 
fined himself to warning the han. ire 
that an economic warfare might end in 
a war of arms and men; but he did not 
suggest any means other than further 
conferences for avoiding this contingency. 
The theory that the work of the Con- 
ference will henceforth continue in sections 
still holds the field. i 

In, that way there is still substantia! 
rea for expectation that even some of 
the major purposes may be accomplished. 
The resummoning of the full Conference 
when the appropriate time arrives will 
be done by the Bureau. 

The reason for Mr. Macdonald’s pleasure 
yesterday was the strong moral support 
of the United States delegation. He was 
obviously delighted with President Roose 
velt’s message. He listened eagerly to 
every word of Mr. Hull’s statement, and 
he smiled when widespread applause 
punctuated Mr. Hull’s vigorous assertion 
that ‘‘ We shall not quit. We have started, 
We mean to go on.” 


ROOSEVELT’S MESSAGE. 

In his messa >, President Roosevelt 
said: “ Results are not. always measured 
in terms of formal agreement. They can 
come equaliy from the free presentation 
of each nation’s difficulties and each 
nation’s methods of meeting its individual 
needs, We in the United States under- 
stand the problems of other nations better 
to-day than before the Conference met, 
and we trust that the other nations will, 
if the same spirit of good-will, view our 
American policies, which are aimed to 
overcome our unprecedented economic 
situation at home. Such interchange, 
especially if it results in full discussion 
of all problems, and not a few only, makes 
progress more and not less possible in the 
future. That is why I do not regard the 
Economic Conference as a failure.”’

The toasts of ‘‘ The King”’ and '; Eire 
having been honoured, 


DUBLIN CITY. 


Professor Arthur Burgess proposed 
‘The City of Dublin.” He said that he 
was an ardent admirer of Dublin and of 
this beautiful country. He had probably 
seen more of Ireland than most Irishmen. 
This was his sixth visit to Dublin. He 
had reason to remember his first visit in 
July, 1907, for within three hours of his 
arrival the Crown Jewels were stolen. 
(Laughter.) Four years ago his own house 
in Manchester was entered, and, as the 
burglars had not been traced,» he himself 
did not know where the Crown Jewels 
were. -(Laughter.) He expressed the 
cratitude of all the members of the British 
Medical Association to the City of Dublin 
for all that it had done fcr them daring 
the past week, and to the local organising 
committee for making this, admittedly and 
unquestionably, the most successful annual 
meeting of recent times. (Applause. ) 

He referred to the great achievements 
of Dublin city in every branch of art and 
science and commerce, and said that, in 
proportion to its size, Dublin had done 
more than any other city in the

The Lord Mayor, responding, paid a 
tribute to the work of the medical pro- 
fession in combating tuberculosis, and 
alluded to the splendid work of Lady 
Aberdeen for the people of this country. 
(Applause.) They had thousands of people 
in Jublin clamouring for houses. For 
three hundred cottages they had eleven 
thousand applicants. It was a waste of 
money to send people to institutions for 
the cure of tuberculosis, and then, when 
they were discharged, to have no place for 
them to go to. Here was work for the 
Government and for the municipalities 
not alone in Dublin, but throughout the 
country. Those who would be called upon 
to find the money would get good value 
for it in the real cure of tuberculosis. 


Mr. Macdoniad, in his speech, said that 
the resolution that they had passed kept 
intact the machinery that had been set up, 
and the Bureau would remain in active 
life. ‘‘As President both of the Bureau 
and of that Executive Committee I can 
promise you that this work will be done 
as quickly as possible. 

Governor Cox moved a resolution thank- 
ing the British Government for its 
‘‘exceptional hospitality,’ and Mr.

STRENGTHENING IMPERIAI, 
BOND. 


A meeting of delegates of the Dominions 
was held subsequently, after which a declara- 
tion was issued signed by all the delegations, 
with the exception of the Irish Free State, 
which has referred it to the Irish Free State 
Government. 

The declaration stated: ‘‘Now that the 
Conference has adjourned, the undersigned 
delegates of the British Commonwealth con- 
sider it appropriate to put on record their 
views on some of the more important matters 
of financial and monetary policy which were 
raised, but not decided, at the Conference.” 

Satisfaction is expressed that the Ottawa 
Agreements have already had beneficial 


‘effects on many branches of inter-lmperial 


trade, and that this process is likely to con- 
tinue as the purchasing power of the various 
countries concerned increases. While there 
has not - t been sufficient time to give full 
effect to the various agreements made, they 
are convinced that the general principles 
agreed upon are sound. 

Their conviction is reaffirmed that the 
lowering or removal of barriers between the 
countries of the Empire provided for im the 
Ottawa Agreements will not only facilitate 
the flow of goods between them, but will 
stimulate and increase the trade of the world. 

Drawing attention to the principles of 
monetary. and financial policy which have 
emerged from the work of both the Cttawa 
and World Conferences, and which are of 
the utmost importance for the countries 
within the British Commonwealth, the 
declaration stresses the importance of the 
rise in price levels, which has begun, being 
continued, As to the ultimate level to be 
wimed at, they do not consider it practicable 
tu state this in precise terms. It is important 
that the rise in prices should not be carried 
to such a pitch as to produce an inflated 
scale of profits . They, therefore, consider 
that the Governments of the British Common- 
wealth should persist, by all means in their 
power, whether monetary or economic, within 
the limits of sound finance, in the policy of 
furthering the rise in wholesale prices ‘until 
there is evidence that equilibrium has been 
re-established, and that thereupon they should 
take whatever measures are possible to sta 
bilise the position thus attained. 


The ultimate aim of monetary policy should 
be the restoration of a satisfactory interna- 
tional gold standard, and in any further 
sessions of the World Conference this subject 
must have special prominence. 

Inter-Imperial stability of exchange rates 
is facilitated by the fact. that the United 
Kingdom Government has no commitments to 
other countries as regards the future manage- 
ment of sterling, and retains complete free 
dom of action in this respect. The adherence 
of other countries to a policy on similar lines 
would make possible the attainment and 
maintenance of exchange &tability over a still 
wider area. 

Among the factors. working for the 
economic recovery .of the countries of the 
Commonwealth, special gn irs attaches 
to the decline in the rate of interest on long- 
term loans. The progress which has been 
made in that direction, as well as in the 
resumption of overseas lending by the London 
market, is noted with satisfaction. 

They will recommend their Governments to 
consult with one another from time to time 
on monetary and economic policy, with a 
view to establishing their common purpose 
and to the framing of such measures as may 
conduce towards its achievement, : y

EAR AILEEN,—Last time I wrote to 
D you 1 was in the throes oí borrowing 

from the summer garden to help to 
stock the winter larder. At the moment I 
am equally busy in that seli-same garden, but 
my task is less strenuous. 

My work now is the popular job of cutting 
lavender spikes and getting the full-blown 
flowers ready for the protection of linen 
presses and wardrobes. 

As you know, in addition to its fresh per- 
fume, lavender is an excellent moth-chaser. 

There's a very old song which goes :— 

Ladies fair, I bring you 
Lavender with spikes of blue, 
And the chorus, becoming conimercial, says: 
‘Who'll buy my lavender, sweet, 
blooming lavender ?’’ 

If the flower girls of Dublin are not 
songstresses, they have at least most excellent 
baskets of lavender for sale at the moment— 
it seems to be a particularly good crop this 
year—so let’s all benefit by it, 


Essence of Cleanliness. 


Lavender perfume is so utterly clean that 
it is easy to imagine the name being derived 
from lavare—to wash—or some people will 
say that it is taken from the Spanish 
luvandera—a \aundress. In either case it 
speaks of cleanliness. The plant yields an 
essential oil, which is used both in medicine 
and in perfumery, and an excellent toilet 
accessory is made by mixing spirits of wine, 
oil of lavender and ambergris. This mixture 
is inappropriately called * lavender water.” 

All of us have some housebold treasures of 
linen or lace carefully locked away for use 
only on special occasions. Al] such valuables 
should be put away with lavender. For cue 
thing, as I said before, it keeps moths away ; 
but, still more important, it keeps off that 
‘‘fasty’’ smell that often attaches itself to 
things unused. 


A Sleep Inducer. 


Little bags of lavender stitched on to the 
corner of pillows will be found in their 
fragrance to induce sleep, and in the making 
of cushions the same idea can be usefully 
employed.

As her birth- 
day is early in August, I took lavender as a 
leading note, but contrary to my usual custom 
(for I invariably stitch up my sachets in 
mauve and white) this time I made the sachet 
of very pale pink satin. I embroidered a spray 
of lavender over the upper fold and lined it 
with pink. 

I then made a little pillow-like interlining 
which I filled lightly with down and lavender, 
and this I laid inside the sachet, which folds 
in two and ties apparently with a mauve 
ribbon bow—in reality the bow “‘ stays put,” 
and the fastening is made with a neat press 
fastener. 

The case holds a dozen small handkerchiefs, 
and I hope my friend will like her present 
as much as I do.

There is always a particular thrill when 
AE vane somet ng that you would just love 
to keep for yourself, isn't there? Although 
not in connection with lavender, I have 
seen a few days ago a beautiful set 
of sachets, for handkerchiefs, nighties and 
oddments made with an outer cover- 
ing of sprigged organdie. This material 
is ideal for any dainty use, and washes rp 
like new in cold water. It had such a popular 
run this year that there will be lots of very 
short lengths to be had cheap in the autumn. 

Grey organdie, lined with a colour, makes 
an extremely chic sachet, and has the advan- 
tage of not “ showing its age,” so to speak. 
The colour of the lining must, of course, be 
repeated in some way to avoid dulness. 

Ts ie now, when the long bright evenings 
are still here, that little gifts for use in 
December might be economically constructed. 
Each year, when the mad Christmas rush 
comes, I say: “ Oh, why didn’t I make httle 
special gifts months ago?” It would ensure 
far nicer gifts for our friends and infinitely 
less expense for ourselves if only we had the 
necessary energy to get busy right away.

TEXT OF THE NEW FREE 


STATE BILL.

The new bill concerning merchant shipping, 
which was introduced in the Dail on Wednes- 
day by Mr. Sean Lemass Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, has now been 
circulated. Its full title is 

“ An Act to give effect to draft conventions 
adopted by the General Conference of t 
International Labour Organisation of the 
League of Nations relating respectively to 
unemployment indemnity in case of loss or 
foundering of the ship, the minimum age for 
the admission of young persons to employ- 
ment as trimmers or stokers, and the com- 
pulsory medical examination of children and 
young persons employed at sea, and to amend 
the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1932, in 
so far as is necessary “to give effect to the 
said conventions.” 

The bill provides that where a seaman’s 
employment is terminated by the wreck or 
loss of a ship he will be entitled to receive 
wages for two months at the rate which he 
was previously receiving. 

The owner shall not, however, be liable to 
pay if the seaman was able to obtain suitable 
employment in the meantime. 

A ““seaman ” is defined as any person 
employed on board any ship in any capacity, 
but in the case of a fishing boat does not 
include any person entitled to be remunerated 
only by a share of the profits or gross earn- 
ings of the boat. These provisions are to be 
retrospective to 5th July, 19350. 

With certain exceptions, no young person 
shall be employed at work as a stoker or 
trimmer. The exceptions include employment 
on a training ship or a ship propelled other- 
wise than by steam. 

Young persons shall not be employed on 
any ship without a medical certificate of 
fitness. This does not apply to ships in 
which only members of the same family are 
employed or on the ground of urgency. 

Specified penalties are provided for breaches 
of the various regulations. 

‘The expression ' ship” means any sea- 
going ship or boat of any description which 
is registered in Saorstat Eireann, and includes 
any fishing boat entered in the fishing boat 
register in Saorstat Eireann, but does not 
include any tug, dredger, sludge vessel, barge, 
or other craft whose ordinary course of navi- 
gation does not extend beyond the seaward 
limits of the jurisdiction of the harbour 
authority of the port at which such vessel is 
regularly wr if and so long as such 
vessel is engaged in her ordinary occupation,
